Op-
posite the citadel on Green street about
one thouaand negroes, armed with clubs
and pistols, came yelling at them,
knocked a white man clown with a slung-
shot, aud they shouted that they wanted
to kill the colored Democrats.

One of them fired a pistol into the
crowd of whites. The whites returned
the fire and they took several colored
Democrata to the citadel for safety. The
negro mob increased, the e being about
three or four hundred w !tea. A band
to hand fight, followed an many shots
were firm .

Justice Reed then appeared and called
for a pose to, quell the riot, but to no
effect. A colored policeman, Charles
Green, and J. IV. Buckner, white, were
shot in the abdomen. Aleut whites were
knocked senselese,' The whites were
finally reduced to fifteen men, and the
negroes were masters of the field.

The wl4tes took reinge ia the guard-
house, The streets were filled with
negroes who assaulted every white man
they saw and threatened to break into
the guard-hou- se to kilt the whites. Many
ot the whites who were unaware of the
diseurbance were waylaid and almost
beaten to death in the ttiTeta.

A reporter of the News and Cottrior
was hit with a slung-sho- t.

A
white person could not appear on the
street without running the gauntlet of a
dozen pistol shots.
